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Undercover 
veterans 
may  face 
murder 
charges 


FIVE  former  undercover  soldiers 
are  being  investigated  on  suspi- 
cion they  murdered  six  Fatah  ac- 
tivists in  Jabalya  a year  and  a half 
ago.  Channel  2 reported  last 
night. 

The  incident  occurred  on 
March  28. 1994,  when  a company 
came  under  gunfire  and  grenade 
attacks  twice  that  day  in  Jabalya. 
An  order  was  given  to  send  out 
undercover  soldiers  to  investi- 
gate. At  the  same  time,  a group 
of  six  armed,  masked  Fatah  activ- 
ists arrived  on  the  scene.  The  sol- 
diers thought  the  six  were  a group 
0 of  Hamas  terrorists  and  opened 
fire,  killing  all  of  them. 

After  the  incident  the  IDF 
praised  the  soldiers  for  their  ac- 
tion. At  that  time,  Fatah  was  to 
have  coordinated  the  entrance  of 
armed  men  into  the  camp,  and  as 
such  the  six  were  suspected  of 
belonging  to  Hamas. 

Following  a complaint  from 
B’tselem,  the  soldiers  were  inves- 
tigated on  suspicion  of  man- 
slaughter, but  the  army  did  not 
find  fault  with  their  actions. 

The  five  soldiers  have  since 
completed  their  military  service. 
However,  a few  days  ago  they 
were  summoned  by  the  Military 
Police  who  informed  them  the 
investigation  had  been  reopened 
and  they  were  being  investigated 
on  suspicion  of  murdering  the  Fa- 
tah activists.  (Itim) 

Austrians  decide 
on  compensation 
to  Nazi  victims 

VIENNA  (AP)  - Victims  of  the 
Nazi  era  in  Austria  will  receive 
the  equivalent  of  about  $7,000 
’ • each  from  a new  Austrian  gov- 
ernment fund  that  is  belatedly 
compensating  those  who  suf- 
fered, the  fund's  curators  decided 
yesterday. 

Some ’200.000  Jews  lived  in  Vi- 
enna before  Adolf  Hitler's  troops 
annexed  Austria  in  March  1938 
to  the  cheers  of  many  Austrians. 

For  decades  after  the  war. 
Austria  emphasized  that  it  was 
itself  the  first  victim  of  the  Nazis, 
it  was  only  in  1991  that  Chancel- 
lor Franz  Vranitzky  became  the 
first  Austrian  leader  to  acknowl- 
edge that  Austrians  were  perpe- 
trators. as  well  as  victims  of  Nazi 


AN  agreement  between  Israel 
and  the  PLO  is  very  unlikely 
to  be  signed  this  week  in 
Washington,  but  there  is  hope 
it  will  be  concluded  and  ini- 
tialed, Prime  Minister  Yitz- 
hak Rabin  told  The  Jerusalem 
Post  in  an  hour-long  interview 
yesterday.  (Excerpts  will  ap- 
pear in  the  Rosh  Hashana  Eve 
edition.) 

At  midnight  last  night,  Ara- 
fat spokesman  Marwan  Kana- 
fani  told  reporters  that  Israel 
had  submitted  a new  proposal 
for  “redeployment  from  Kha- 
lil (Hebron)/'  but  refused  to 
say  whether  the  IDF  with- 
drawal would  be  full  or 
partial. 

“We  have  reason  to  believe 
that  we  are  on  the  right 
track,"  said  the  usually  pessi- 
mistic Kanafani.

Both  senior  US  and  Egyptian 
officials  phoned  negotiators  non- 
stop during  the  day  in  a bid  to 
bridge  to  see  where  gaps  can  be 
narrowed  on  the  issue  of  Hebron 
in  order  to  still  obtain  a signing 
ceremony  in  Washington  this 
week. 

After  consultations  with  Rabin 
in  Jerusalem,  Foreign  Minister 
Shimon  Peres  met  with  PLO 
Chairman  Yasser  Arafat  for  a 
third  night  of  marathon  talks  here 
in  a bid  to  bridge  the  gap  on 
Hebron. 

Rabin  said  he  did  not  want  to 
offend  Palestinian  sensibilities  by 
referring  to  the  Israeli  security 
presence  in  Hebron  as  “overrid- 
ing." However,  he  said  the  IDF 


would  “basically"  retain  freedom 
of  movement  throughout  the 
dty. 

“We  face  a problem  in  He- 
bron. It  is  very  difficult  to  explain 
that  because  of  415-450  Israelis 
who  live  there,  we  can  prevent 
120,000  people  from  behaving 
like  every  [Palestinian]  city.  Bat 
this  Is  a fact  of  life.  We  have  to 
adjust  our  security  arrangements 
to  let  them  have  civilian  responsi- 
bility for  their  own  life  and,  at  the 
same  time,  make  sure  that  the 
Cave  of  Machpela,  the  area  in 
which  Jews  live,  Kiryat  Arba,  the 
main  access  roads,  where  there  is 
no  bypass,  will  be  under  our  secu- 
rity,” Rabin  said. 

“There  might  be  certain  areas 
in  which  there  can  be  local  Pales- 
tinian police,  but  the  areas  that 
are  related  to  the  security  of  the 
Israelis  in  the  wider  sense,  must 
be  in  our  hands." 

Asked  whether  he  could  envi- 
sion joint  Palestinian  control 
over  the  Machpela  Cave,  Rabin 
replied,  “Basically,  it  is  our 
responsibility.” 

Meanwhile,  speaking  to  re- 
porters in  Taba,  chief  Palestinian 
negotiator  Ahmed  Qreia  indicat- 
ed that  temporary  security  ar- 
rangements can  be  readied  in 
Hebron,  including  the  stationing 
of  Palestinian  police  and  Israeli 
troops,  but  said  certain  principles 
must  be  dear. 

“No  Palestinian  will  accept  a 
divided  Hebron.  It  is  a Palestin- 
ian dty  ...  redeployment  in  the 
whole  dty  of  Hebron  must  be  like 
all  other  dries,"  he  said. 

Qreia  suggested  that  whether 
Jewish  settlers  are  evacuated 
from  Hebron  is  not  the  issue. 

“What  exists  will  exist  through 
the  interim  period/'  Rabin  said 
about  a possible  evacuation  of 
Jewish  settlers  from  Tel 
Rumeida. 

“I  cannot  speak  about  separa- 
tion without  reference  to  the 
presence  of  Israelis  in  the  centers

of  population  in  the  West  Bank 
and  the  Gaza  Strip.  Since  I am 
committed  to  not  moving  any  set- 
tlements during  the  interim  peri- 
od, I look  at  separation  as  a goal 
to  be  achieved  in  the  context  of  a 
permanent  solution  - the  way 
that  I describe  a Palestinian  enti- 
ty not  under  Israel’s  rule,  next  to 
Israel,  and  not  according  to  pre- 
’67  lines.” 

Rabin  said  he  hopes  an  extradi- 
tion agreement  reached  in  this 
round  of-faKs  would  be  similar  to 


that  in  the  Gaza-Jericho  accord, 
by  which  Palestinians  can  be 
transferred  to  stand  trial  in  Israel, 
while  Israelis  do  not  stand  trial  in 
areas  controlled  by  the  Palestin- 
ian Authority. 

He  was  candid  about  the  prob- 
lems of  extradition,  saying  he 
hopes  - but  could  not  be  certain  - 
the  areas  from  which  the  IDF 
withdraws  would  not  become 
“cities  of  refuge.’.’  for  terrorists. 

Rabin  said -that  terrorists  who 
are  captured  in  areas  under  Pak* 


estinian  control  are  the  PA's  re- 
sponsibility. But,  he  added,  if  a 
terrorist  comes  from  an  area  not 
under  PA  control  and  commits  a 
crime,  then  flees  to  Palestinian- 
controlled  territory,  “that  is  a dif- 
ferent story." 

While  hoping  that  Israeli-PA 
intelligence  cooperation  will 
prove  successful  in  foiling  terror, 
he  admitted  that  Israel's  capacity 
to  act  against  terror  would  be

Detectives  with  the  police  serious  crimes  division 
arrested  the  activists,  and  settlement  residents  said 
they  were  accompanied  by  dozens  of  police  in  riot 
gear  and  snipers. 

Moshe  Feiglin,  the  leader  of  Zo  Artzenu,  said 
police  came  to  his  Kamei  Shomron  home  at  5:30 
a.m..  searched  the  premises  and  carted  away  papers. 


Hie  police  had  a search  warrant  signed  by  a Petab 
Tikvah  Magistrate’s  Court  judge. 

The  six  men  detained  in  Kamei  Shomron  were 
Feiglin,  Shmuel  Sacked,  Dr.  Benue  Ehrenreich,  Zvi 
Pearl,  and  Avraham  Levine,  and  Yehoshua  Sham  in 
Kiryat  Arba. 

The  police  also  went  to  Beit  El,  apparently  looking 
for  Rabbi  Benny  Elon,  who  was  not  home  at  the  time.  . 

Sy  Polsky,  who  lives  around  the  corner  from  Feig- 
lin, said  that  at  5:30  about  15  police  cars  pulled  up  to 
the  settlement’s  entrance.  “They  went  into  the  homes 
and  conducted  a systematic  search,"  be  said.  “No  one 
was  told  what  they  were  looking  for.” 

According  to  Feiglin,  the  police  methods  show  they 
are  trying  to  “crack  something  that  does  not  need  to 
be  cracked.  They  don't  understand  that  what  is  be- 
hind this  whole  thing  is  not  a huge  organization,  but  a 
few  people  backed  by  much  of  the  nation." 

Feiglin  said  the  detainees  did  not  cooperate  with 
police.  He  said  they  were  released,  despite  refusing  a 
police  demand  to  put  down  NIS  3,000  in  cash.

Gov’t,  comptroller  oppose  ‘whistle  blowers’  bill

THE  government  and  state  comp- 
troller are  blocking  legislation  pro- 
tecting those  who  expose  corrup- 
tion in  their  work  place  from  being 
fired,  demoted,  or  deprived  of 
their  rights,  MKs  Hagai  Merora 
and  Yossi  Katz,  who  presented  a 
bill  to  this  effect,  stated  yesterday. 

The  legislation  was -initiated 
three  years  ago  by  the  Ha’ogen 
Association,  which  represents 
hundreds  of  people  who  were 
fired  after  exposing  corruption  at 
work.  Ha'ogen  also  receives 
thousands  of  anonymous  com- 
plaints of  corruption  and  viola- 
tion of  proper  conduct  from  peo- 
ple afraid  to  identify  themselves. 

At  a press  conference  yester- 
day Ha'ogen  presented  several

people  who  were  dismissed  after 
exposing  corruption.  Even  after 
they  appealed  to  the  state  comp- 
troller and  finally  to  the  High 
Court  of  Justice,  and  after  their 
eomplaints  were  found  to  be  val- 
id, their  employers  refused  to 
take  them  back,  despite  the 
court’s  recommendation. 

Michael  Milo,  safety  adviser  to 
the  Health  Ministry,  was  fired 
when  he  warned  of  construction 
flaws  and  fire  hazards  in  hospi- 
tals. including  work  conditions  in 
laboratories  which  endangered 
workers'  lives. 

Milo's  warnings  of  a major  fire 
hazard  deriving  from  a construc- 


tion flaw  in  the  new  wing  of  She- 
ba Hospital  at  Tel  Hasbomer, 
backed  by  reports  from  the  fire 
authorities,  were  blocked  by 
Health  Ministry  Director-Gener- 
al Mordechai  Shani. 

Despite  the  former  director- 
general’s  instructions  to  rehire 
Mflo  and  investigate  the  flaws  he 
bad  exposed,  Shani  refused  to  do 
so,  and  also  refused  to  let  the 
internal  comptroller  lodge  a com- 
plaint with  the  police. 

Milo's  appeal  to  the  state 
comptroller  seven  months  ago  re- 
mains unanswered. 

The  State  Comptroller’s  Office 
was  unavailable  for  response  last 
night.

B’tselem:  Evacuate  Hebron’s  Jews

B’TSELEM,  the  Israeli  human 
rights  organization  focusing  on 
the  treatment  of  Palestinians, 
yesterday  demanded  that  the  450 
settlers  in  Hebron  be  evacuated, 
saying  it  is  impossible  to  secure 
Palestinian  human  rights  as  long 
as  the  Israelis  remain  there. 
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B’tselem  director  Yizhar  Be’er 
explained  that,  “Until  now,  we 
thought  the  problem  should  be 
dealt  with  in  negotiations  be- 
tween Israel  and  the  Palestinian 
Authority.”  But  the  grave  situa- 
tion dictates  only  one  conclusion, 
he  said. 


Deputy  director  Eitan  Felner 
said  B’tselem  thinks  the  kind  of 
security  necessary  to  protect  the 
Hebron  settlers  makes  it  “impos- 
sible for  the  Palestinians  in  He- 
bron to  live  in  dignity-  That  is 
what  human  rights  is  about,  not 
going  through  checkpoints  and 
roadblocks  and  living  in  constant 
fear  of  settlers  who  do  what  they 
want,  because  they  know  there 
will  be  no  punishment  for  their 
violent  acts.”

The  Palestinian  Authority  is 
currently  encouraging  former 
Palestinian  residents  of  the  area 
to  return.

The  B’tselem  recommenda- 


tions go  beyond  those  of  the  PA 
itself.  Yesterday,  Palestinian  ne- 
gotiator Ahmed  Qreia  (Abu  Ala) 
told  reporters  in  Taba  that  there 
is  no  objection  to  the  settlers  in 
Hebron  remaining,  as  long  as 
they  accept  the  protection  of  the 
Palestinian  Police. 


This  solution,  however,  is  not 
seriously  regarded  by  Israel  as  an 
adequate  measure  to  protect  the 
settlers. 

However,  “any  political  solu- 


tion that  preserves  Jewish  settle- 
ment in  the  city  and  Israeli  con- 
trol over  it,  wholly  or  partially, 
will  lead  inevitably  to  additional 
violations  of  the  human  rights  of 
Palestinian  residents  in  Hebron,” 
the  B’tselem  report  said. 

B’tselem  noted  the  evacuation 
of  the  Jewish  residents  would 
have  to  be  done  with  consider- 
ation for  their  human  rights.  The 
group  also  supports  freedom  of 
access  to  the  holy  places.  ’

After 
being  ignored  for  months,  be 
turned  to  the  slate  -comptroller..

Thorny  Hebron 
belongs  in 

final  status  talks

HEBRON  has  emerged  as  the 
intractable  problem  of  the  Oslo  2 
talks,  even  surpassing  water  dis- 
tribution, since  it  is  an  issue 
which  really  belongs  in  the  final 
status  talks. 

The  problem  has  its  roots  in  the 
Oslo  accords,  which  treat  all  set- 
tlements the  same,  and  thus  af- 
ford the  settlers  in  the  center  of 
Hebron  the  same  right  to  IDF 
protection  as  other  settlers.  The 
difference  is  that,  whereas  other 
settlements  were  designed  not  to 
intrude  on  the  daily  lives  of  Pales- 
tinians, the  settlement  in  Hebron 
was  designed  to  change  the  char- 
acter of  the  city. 

It  has  done  so  in  many  ways. 
The  security  measures  required 
to  protect  the  450  settlers  have 
rippled  out  to  affect  most  of  the 
100,000  Palestinians  in  Hebron. 
The  proximity  increases  friction, 
which  sharpens  the  already  point- 
ed mutual  religious  antagonism 
of  Jews  and  Arabs  there,  leading 
to  the  kind  of  extremism  which 
has  seen  several  Palestinian  mur- 
ders of  Jews  and  Baruch  Gold- 
stein’s massacre  of  29  Moslems  at 


prayer. 

This  in  turn  has  required 
broader  IDF  security  measures  - 
at  the  expense  of  Palestinians, 
not  settlers  - which  increased  Pal-

Court  rules  against  lawyer  switch 


A MAN  suspected  of  taking  pan 
in  the  alleged  repeated  gang  rape 
of  two  14-year  old  girls  video- 
taped the  rapes,  police  said  yes- 
terday at  a hearing  in  Rehovot 
Magistrate’s  Court.  The  man,  19, 
and  a youth,  14,  were  remanded 
for  seven  and  six  days 
respectively. 

Following  complaints  by  the 
girls  and  the  arrest  of  the  two, 
police  seized  eight  videotape  cas- 
settes allegedly  showing  the  re- 
peated rapes  and  a camcorder  at 
the  man’s  borne. 

The  case  surfaced  when  one  of 
the  girls  told  her  parents  she  had 
been  raped,  and  they  informed 
police. 

On  Sunday  night,  the  two  girls 


told  police  that  for  20  consecutive 
days  they  had  been  raped  by  sev- 
eral youths  and  one  man  at  the 
man’s  apartment  in  the  city.  They 
said  the  events  were  vidrro  taped 
by  the  man 

The  younger  suspect  reporred- 
ly  confessed,  telling  police  he 
thought  only  one  of  the  girls  had 
been  filmed. 

Police  said  the  girls  had  agreed 
to  go  to  the  man’s  home  after

army  said  to  raid 
Kashmir  abductors 


SRINAGAR,  India  (AP)  - Kash- 
miri kidnappers  of  four  Western- 
ers said  yesterday  chat  army  com- 
mandoes attacked  their  base  in  the 
Himalayas,  injuring  some  people, 
and  they  can  no  longer  ensure  the 
safety  of  the  captives. 

The  AJ-Faran  militants  called 
The  Associated  Press  in  Srinagar, 
summer  capital  of  Jamrau-Kash- 
mir,  and  said  in  Urdu  language: 
“Indian  commandos  attacked  one 
of  our  bases  in  the  Pahalgam  area 
and  there  was  a gun  battle.” 

United  News  of  India  news 
agency  quoted  an  unnamed  gov- 
ernment spokesman  as  saying  he 
has  no  inforaration  about  any  such 
encounter  in  the  Pahalgam  area. 

'There  are  casualties,  but  we 
don't  have  the  dentils.”  the  caller 
said.  He  would  nor  answer  ques- 
tions or  give  details  of  the  alleged 
gun  battle.  The  caller  established 
his  identity  though  a pre-arranged 
code. 

“We  have  given  enough  time  to 
the  Indian  government,  but  we 
have  reached  a conclusion  thai  the 
government  of  India  is  not  keen  to 
get  the  foreign  tourists  freed  safe,” 
be  said. 


Earlier,  officials  said  the  gov- 
ernment is  trying  to  Al-Faran  to  let 
off  the  four  captives  in  exchange 
for  up  to  40  million  rupees  ($1.23 
million). 

It  was  the  first  time  since  Al- 
Faran  began  the  kidnappings  in 
July  that  the  government  has  tried 
to  win  freedom  for  the  hostages  by 
offering  money. 

Al-Faran  had  earlier  threatened 
to  kill  the  captives  if  the  govern- 
ment does  not  release  15  jailed 
guerrillas,  but  New  Delhi  contin- 
ued to  refuse  that  demand.  It  was 
not  clear  if  Al-Faran  still  wants  the 
jailed  rebels  let  off. 

Yesterday's  admission  of  a dia- 
logue over  ransom  money  came  as 
a guerrilla  group  believed  to  be  the 
front  for  Al-Faran  accused  the 
government  of  kidnapping  the 
tourists  and  killing  one  of  them  to 
vilify  the  secessionist  movement. 

“There  is  every  likelihood  that 
India  may  kill  the  four  remaining 
hostages  and  ascribe  it  to  the  Mu- 
jahedeen  [Islamic  holy  warriors]  of 
Kashmir,"  the  Harkat  ul- Ansar 
militant  group  said  in  a statement 
in  Srinagar,  summer  capital  of 
Jammu-Kashmir. 


Farrakhan  leads  rally 
promoting  million-man  march

WASHINGTON  - Nation  of  Islam  leader  Louis  Farrakhan  came  here 
Sunday  night  and  led  an  exuberant  rally  to  promote  his  planned  Million 
Man  March  on  Washington,  winning  prolonged  applause  from  2,000 
people  at  Union  Temple  Baptist  Church  and  exhorting  black  men  fo  take 
more  responsibility  for  their  communities. 

Farrakhan  said  he  has  called  for  the  march,  scheduled  for  October  16. 
to  help  reverse  what  he  sees  as  a failure  of  will  and  decline  of  morals  in  the 
African  American  community.  He  said  be  believes  a huge  gathering  of 
purposeful,  committed  black  men  could  help  change  the  negative  images 
of  African  Americans  that  he  said  are  ingrained  in  the  public  mind. 

“I  have  been  hurting  on  the  inside  at  foe  destruction  of  our  people,” 
Farrakhan  fold  the  crowd.  He  later  said  that  “our  cultural  degeneracy  has 
played  into  foe  hand  of  the  master  plan”  for  the  destruction  of  African 
Americans,  but  did  not  spell  out  any  details  of  such  a plan  or  wbo  might 
be  behind  it. 

Much  of  his  two-hour  speech  was  enthusiastically  received,  but  Farrak- 
han  left  many  of  his  listeners  in  uneasy  silence  as  he  described  the 
extraterrestrial  vision  that  he  said  led  to  his  call  for  the  march. 

Farrakhan  told  the  audience  that  10  years  ago  he  had  a vision  of  being 
swept  into  a UFO  that  took  him  to  a larger  mothership.  There,  he  said, 
the  late  Elijah  Mohammed  fold  him  that  then-President  Ronald  Reagan 
was  plotting  a war.  He  said  the  vision  ended  with  him  being  beamed  back 
to  Earth  from  the  spaceship. 

“I  really  don’t  care  if  you  think  I'm  a nut,”  Farrakhan  said,  explaining 
to  foe  audience  that  he  had  debated  even  sharing  foe  story.  He  did  not 
make  dear  how  the  vision,  which  he  has  described  in  previous  speeches 
and  interviews,  had  inspired  the  inarch. 

The  planned  march  has  ignited  widespread  grassroots  interest,  but 
many  traditional  civil  rights  groups  and  denominational  church  leaders 
are  reluctant  to  endorse  the  event,  largely  because  of  foe  prominent  roles 
being  played  by  Farrakhan  and  his  co-organizer,  former  NAACP  execu- 
tive director  Benjamin  F.  Chavis.

St.  Thomas  confronts  Hurricane  Marilyn’s 
damage  without  power,  water,  phones 


CHARLOTTE  AMALIE,  US  Virgin  Is- 
lands ( AP)  - Military  transport  planes  carry- 
ing tons  of  supplies  arrived  in  St.  Thomas 
yesterday  as  federal  relief  effort  for  these 
islands  devastated  by  Hurricane  Marilyn 
kicked  into  full  gear. 

“We  need  help,”  said  resident  Sheila 
Johns.  l*The  Virgin  Islands  is  going  to  be 
down  for  a long  time.”  The  hurricane  left  St. 
Thomas  without  power,  water  or  telephone 
service. 

Eighteen  planes  carrying  358,000  tons  of 
cargo  arrived  overnight  at  the  airstrip  in  St. 
Thomas,  which  took  the  brunt  of  the  storm. 
The  airlift  included  300,000  military  rations, 
potable  water  and  ice.  said  James  Lee  Witt, 
director  of  the  Federal  Emergency  Manage- 
ment Agency. 

“This  is  a massive  response  and  has  taken  a 
combination  of  everything  we  have  as  a feder- 
al team  to  make  this  happen,”  Witt  told  re- 


porters at  a briefing  in  St.  Thomas  as  the 
sound  of  C-130  cargo  planes  landing  roared  in 
the  background.  Some  of  the  planes  were 
coming  from  as  far  away  as  Germany  and 
California,  he  said. 

The  fourth  hurricane  to  hit  foe  Caribbean 
in  as  many  weeks  struck  the  Virgin  Islands 
and  eastern  Puerto  Rico  with  ferocity  Satur- 
day, splintering  homes,  mangling  parked  air- 
craft and  killing  at  least  nine  people. 

Officials  earlier  reported  about  50  people 
injured  or  missing  in  St.  Thomas.  Witt  said 
yesterday  that  US  Virgin  Islands  Gov.  Roy 
Schneider  had  told  him  Sunday  there  were 
five  confirmed  fatalities,  “and  he  did  not  say 
they  still  had  anybody  missing.” 

About  300  tourists  have  been  flown  from 
St.  Thomas  to  Puerto  Rico  so  far,  relief  offi- 
cials said. 

The  American  Red  Cross  was  sending 
about  25.000  pounds  of  supplies,  including 


plastic  sheeting  to  protect  damaged  homes, 
and  about  8,000  meals,  said  Debi  Pfiteen- 
maier , speaking  by  phone  from  the  Red  Cross 
office  in  Atlanta. 

In  Charlotte  Amalie,  the  capital,  hundreds 
of  men,  women  and  children  calmly  took 
goods  from  stores  at  the  severely  damaged 
Grand  Union  plaza.  No  police  officers  were  in 
sight.  * 

“The  people  need  what  they  can’t  afford,” 
a man  said  as  he  searched  for  a pair  of  sneak- 
ers that  fit  in  a Foot  Locker  store. 

Witt  said  about  100  US  marshals  were  in  St. 
Thomas  yesterday  to  stop  looting.  Schneider 
had  quickly  requested  the  help  in  hopes  of 
preventing  looting  of  the  magnitude  that  oc- 
curred in  St.  Croix  after  Hurricane  Hugo  hit 
six  years  ago. 

Then,  load  officials  did  not  ask  for  military 
help  for  several  days,  and  most  businesses  had 
been  ravaged  by  the  time  soldiers  arrived. 


US  money  gets  face-lift 
to  foil  counterfeiters 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - The 
US  currency  soon  will  be  get- 
ting a high-tech  anti-counter- 
feitmg  overhaul  that  will  have 
holders  of  greenbacks  seeing 
double. 

Two  portraits  of  an  Ameri- 
can historical  figure  will  be  on 
each  bill,  with  one  viable  only 
when  the  bill  is  held  up  to  the 
light. 

It  will  be  the  first  distinct  new 
look  for  US  paper  money  in  66 
years,  a redesign  that  some  ex- 
perts consider  long  overdue 
given  the  troublemaking  possi- 
bilities from  foreign 
counterfeiters. 

The  changeover  will  begin 
early  next  year  with  the  $100 
bill,  a favorite  of  forgers.  Exist- 
ing bills  will  remain  in 
circulation. 

“We  have  an  interest  in  pro- 
tecting the  integrity  of  our  cur- 
rency,” said  Treasury  Under- 
secretary John  Hawke  Jr.  “As 
technology  develops  foe  poten- 


tial for  more  sophisticated 
counterfeiting,  it  gives  us  in- 
creasing cause  for  concern.” 

The  most  visible  change  will 
be  to  shift  portraits  off  center. 

An  enlarged  portrait  of  Ben- 
jamin Franklin  will  be  moved 
to  the  left  on  the  $100  bill,  mak- 
ing room  for  a new  watermark 
engraving.  The  almost  invisible 
watermark  portrait  is  among 
several  new  security  features. 

Officials  said  the  watermark 
is  extremely  difficult  to 
duplicate. 

Eventually,  similar  redesigns 
will  be  executed  for  portraits  on 
almost  all  smaller  denomina- 
tions - Ulysses  S.  Grant  on  the 
$50  bill,  Andrew  Jackson  on 
foe  $20,  Alexander  Hamilton 
on  the  $10.  Abraham  Lincoln 
on  foe  $5,  and,  of  course, 
George  Washington  on  the  $1. 

The  exception  could  be  the 
$2  bill,  no  decision  has  been 
made  on  whether  fo  alter  foe 
largely  commemorative  bill. 


Havel  calls  for  speedy 
retunrpf  Jewish  property 


PRAGUE  (AP)  - Czech  Presi- 
dent Vaclav  Havel  complained 
Sunday  about  the  slow  restitution 
of  Jewish  property  and  called  on 
municipalities  to  be  more  liberal 
in  turning  over  the  property  to 
the  Jewish  communities. 

While  the  state  already  has  re- 
turned most  Jewish  property  it 
held  to  the  original  owners,  “mu- 
nicipalities, which  also  own  some 
of  the  property,  are  not  very  ea- 
ger to  return  it,”  Havel  said  in  his 
regular  Sunday  radio  address. 

Czech  law  provides  for  full  res- 
titution of  property  seized  by 
Communists  beginning  in  1948, 
regardless  of  the  rightful  owners' 
race  or  religion.  It  amended  the 
law  last  year  to  allow  restitution 
of  Jewish  property  seized  by  the 
Nazis  during  World  War  H. 

The  amendment,  however. 


concerned  only  Jewish  individ- 
uals. Property  taken  from  Jewish 
communities  was  to  be  returned 
under  a special  government  de- 
cree. Hie  decree  also  urged  mu- 
nicipalities to  return  Jewish  prop- 
erty they  now  hold. 

“It  is  our  obligation”  to  return 
the  property,  Havel  said,  adding 
that  the  issue  is  closely  followed 
abroad.  “The  prestige  of  our 
state  is  at  stake.” 

It  was  not  immediately  dear 
how  many  properties  still  await 
restitution. 

In  April,  Jlri  Danicek  of  the 
Federation  of  the  Jewish  Com- 
munities said  that  of  the  202  na- 
tionalized properties  for  which 
restitution  claims  have  been  filed 
by  the  Jewish  communities, 
about  half  already  bad  been 
returned.

On  his  third  visit  to  Kenya  in 
15  years,  the  pope  arrived  m a ! 
country  where  his  church  and 
the  government  have  been  in-  ■ 
creasingly  at  odds  over  human  r 
rights,  corruption  and  political  . 
reform. 

In  a pastoral  letter  last  year, 
Kenya's  bishops  said  the  coun- 
try was  sliding  into  totalitarian- 
ism. with  a clique  of  politicians 
manipulating  the  system  for  per- 
sonal gain  and  glory. 

The  bishops  issued  another 
pastoral  letter  in  April  urging 
President  Daniel  arap  Moi  to 
convene  a constitutional  confer- 
ence, charging  that  the  present 
constitution  fosters  injustice, 
lawlessness  and  corruption. 

The  government  dismissed 
the  latest  pastoral  letter  as 
“blackmail  and  incitement,” 
and  one  cabinet  minister  threat- 
ened the  bishops  with  arrest  if 
they  continued  with  their 
criticisms. 

Moi,  Vice  President  George 
Saitori  and  a number  of  high- 
ranking  government  officials 
were  among  the  several  thou- 
sand people  on  hand  to  greet  foe 
pope  at  Nairobi's  international 
airport. 

_ _ Kenya. is.  foe  last.  stop,  on  foe 
pope's  three-nation  visitlo  Afri- 
ca, which  he  has  extolled  as  a 
continent  of  hope  - especially  if 
foe  West  stops  selling  weapons 
-to  it  and  frees  it  from  oppressive 
foreign  debt. 

“Africa  shall  live!  Yes,  Africa 
shall  live!”  the  pontiff  pro- 
claimed to  applause  at  a meeting 
Sunday  night  in  the  Johannes- 
burg cathedral  that  doted  two 
years  of  consultations  with  Afri- 
can bishops  on  church  policy  to- 
ward the  continent. 

Beginning  the  last  phase  of  his 
six-day  journey,  foe  pontiff  has 
been  building  on  the  theme  foal 
Africa,  despite  its  unique  histo- 
ry, customs  and  traditions,  is  an 
integral  part  of  the  worldwide 
church.  ' 

“Africa  has  had  a long,  sad 
history  of  exploitation  at  foe 
hand  of  others.

NEW  YORK  (AP)  -The  body  of 
a female  jogger  was  found  in 
Central  Park,  not  far  from  where 
another  jogger  was  raped,  beaten 
and  left  for  dead  by  rampaging 
teenagers  six  years  ago. 

The  victim,  who  had  not  been 
identified  by  yesterday  morning, 
was  found  face-down  in  a stream 
Sunday  with  her  pants  around  her 
ankles,  indicating  she  may  have 
been  sexually  assaulted,  said 
John  Hill,  chief  of  detectives  in 
Manhattan. 

An  autopsy  was  planned,  but 


police  said  she  appeared  to  have 
died  from  a blow  to  the  bead. ' 

Mayor  Rudolph  Giuliani  called 
the  weekend  laying  - the  first  in 
Central  Park  tins  year  - “a  crime 
against  all  New  Yorkers.” 

Central  Park,  encompassing  a 
huge  section  of  Manhattan,  is  a 
major  part  of  life  in  New  York 
City. 

Two  people  running  in  the 
northeast  portion  of  the  park  dis- 
covered the  body  at  9:20  a.m. 
The  woman  was  described  as  His- 
panic, about  30  years  old. 


Police  believe  foe  woman  was 
murdered  some  time  in  the  previ- 
ous 14  hours.  The  last  murder  in 
Central  Park  was  about  18 
months  ago,  police  said. 

In  tire  1989  attack,  a 28-year- 
old  investment  banker  was  found 
naked  and  covered  with  mud  and 
blood  in  a ravine.  She  was  in  a 
coma  for  two  weeks  but  later  re- 
turned to  her  job  and  teeifiwi  in 
oourt,  although  foe  remembered 
nothing  about  the  attack. 

Six  young  men  were  convicted 
on  charges  relating  fo  that  attack.

UN  General  Assembly  50th  session 
opens  today  amid  budgetary  woes 


UNITED  NATIONS  (AP)  - Facing  a de- 
pleted budget  and  a dwindling  diplomatic 
role  in  former  Yugoslavia,  the  UN  General 
Assembly  of  18S  nations  opens  its  50th  ses- 
sion today. 

The  General  Assembly  convenes  to  elect 
Diogo  Freitas  do  Amaral,  a former  Portu- 
guese vice-prime  minister  and  foreign  minis- 
ter, to  the  largely  ceremonial  post  of 
president.  ... 

More  than  100  foreign  ministers  are  expect- 
ed in  town  next  week  when  the  General  As- 
sembly opens  three  weeks  of  speeches  by 
members  outlining  their  foreign  policy  goals. 

One  highlight  of  the  session  mil  be  Pope 
John  Paul  ITs  address  to  the  Genoa!  Assem- 
bly on  October  5.  The  pope  last  spoke  before 
• the  assembly  m 1979. 


The  gathering  wffl  also  be  a time  of  soul- 
searching  about  the  organization’s  role  - fo- 
cusing in  particular  on  its  mission  in  Bosnia, 
where  a US  peace  initiative  appears  to  have 
overtaken  some  four  years  of  UN  diplomacy. 

Ministers  are  also  likely  to  grapple  with  UN 
financial,  woes.  The  regular  budget  was  ex- 
hausted in  mid- August,  and  the  organization 
has  had  to  borrow  millions  of  dollars  from  its 
peacekeeping  allotment  to  keep  functioning. 

Members  owed  the  UN  5850  million  in 
contributions  to  die  regular  budget  as  of  Au- 
gust 31.  The  largest  debtor,  the  United  States, 
which  owed  5525  million,  has  repeatedly  de- 
manded that  the  organization  streamline  op- 
erations and  slash  expenditures. 

Countries  owed  the  United  Nations  anoth- 
er $2.9  billion  for  peacekeeping  and  interna- 


tional tribunals. 

As  part  of  the  demand  for  UN  reforms, 
Japan  and  Germany  have  been  pushing  for 
permanent  membership  in  the  Security  Coun- 
cil, the  15-member  body  responsible  for 
peacekeeping. 

Critics  have  said  the  council,  dominated  by . 
the  five  major  nuclear  powers  - the  United 
States,  Russia,  France,  China  and  Britain  - 
should  be  broadened  to  reflect  current  eco- 
nomic realities.  Italy  wants  the  council  ex- 
panded by  between  eight  and  10  seats,  bat 
that  plan  would  not  add  any  permanent 
members. 

This  week’s  General  Assembly  opening 
may  be  just  a prelude  to  the  October  com- 
memoration of  the  United  Nations'  50th  anni- 
versary, attended  by  100  heads  of  state.

S.  African  police  search  for  serial  kilter 

JOHANNESBURG  (Reuter)  - South  African  police  said 
yesterday  that  they  had  found  the  bo^es  of  eight  women 
be  tieved  to  have  been  murdered  by  a serial  killer  east  of 
Johannesburg.  Police  commissioner  George  Fivaz  told 
reporters  the  first  body  was  discovered  over  the  weekend  by  a 
police  reservist  hunting  rabbits  on  the  outskirts  ofBoksbuxg. 
Police  searches  uncovered  seven  noose  bodies. 

Buthelezi  threatens  to  quit 

DURBAN,  South  Africa  (AP)  - Zulu  nationalist  leader 
Mangosuthu  Buthelezi  has  threatened  to  quit  as  leader  of  die 
Inkatha  Freedom  Party  because  of  divisions  in  the  party. 

Buthelezi,  the  Home  Affairs  minister  in  President  Nelson 
Mandela’s  cabinet,  told  a weekend  rally  that  a split  in  Inkatha 

over  whether  to  negotiate  with  rival  groups  or  push  for  full 
autonomy  for  the  traditional  Zulu  homeland  could  force  him  to 
step  down. 

Longest-serving  IRA  prisoner  transferred 

BELFAST  (AP)  - The  British  government  transferred  one  of 
the  longest-serving  ERA  convicts  from  England  to  a Northern 
Ireland  prison  yesterday,  a small  but  significant  concession.

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Simpson  trial  nearing  end, 
focuses  on  shoe  prints 


LOS  ANGELES  (Reuter)  - A 
key  prosecution  witness  conced- 
ed yesterday  that  parallel  lines  in 
blood  at  the  scene  where  football 
hero  O J.  Simpson’s  ex-wife  and 
her  friend  were  murdered  could 
have  been  a shoe  print. 

Bnt  William  Bodziak,  an  FBI 
specialist  in  shoe  prints,  said  the 
footprint  was  probably  left  by 
someone  long  after  the  killings. 
He  was  called  by  the  prosecution 
to  contradict  defense  expert  Hen- 
ry Lee,  whose  testimony  suggest- 
ed there  was  a second  killer. 

Lee  testified  that  foe  parallel 
lines  in  blood  at  foe  scene  were 
made  by  a shoe  print  and  defense 
attorneys  suggested  it  was  left  by 
a second  killer.  The  pattern  did 
not  correspond  to  foe  victims' 
footwear  or  to  a set  of  bloody 
footprints  leading  away  from  the 
crime  scene,  which  were  made  by 
size  12  Italian  designer  shoes. 

Bodziak,  under  cross-examina- 
tion by  defense  attorney  Barry 
Scheck,  conceded  that  Lee’s  con- 
clusion might  be  correct. 

But  he  said  the  defense  expert 
had  noticed  the  parallel  lines  on  a 
photograph  of  the  crime  scene 


taken  on  June  25, 1994,  but  they 
could  not  be  seen  in  photographs 
taken  on  June  13,  a day  after 
Nicole  Brown  Simpson  and  Ron- 
ald Goldman  were  stabbed  to 
death.  He  said  this  suggested 
they  were  made  after  many  peo- 
ple had  walked  around  at  foe 
crime  scene. 

In  testimony  on  Friday,  Bod- 
ziak said  foe  “blood”  may  actual- 
ly have  been  a red  stain  caused  by 
berries  crushed  underfoot. 

With  the  case  lurching  to  an 
end  after  nine  months  of  testimo- 
ny, Bodziak  was  the  last  prosecu- 
tion witness  to  take  foe  stand  in 
the  rebuttal  phase  of  foe  trial. 
The  defense  was  due  to  resume 
its  case  following  bis  testimony. 

Simpson’s  attorneys  want  to 
bring  on  Dr.  Frederic  White- 
hurst, an  FBI  “whistleblower" 
whose  allegations  of  misconduct 
could  undermine  the  credibility 
of  FBI  crime  lab  analysts  who 
have  testified  on  DNA  blood 
tests. 

Prosecutors  say  Whitehurst  bas 
no  relevant  testimony  to  give  and 
will  fight  to  keep  him  off  the  wit- 
ness stand. 


Officials:  Shevardnadze’s 
attackers  arrested 


TBILISI,  Georgia  (AP)  - A top 
security  official  and  a powerful 
warlord's  chief  aide  were  accused 
by  the  government  yesterday  of 
masterminding  last  month's  car- 
bomb  attempt  to  assassinate  Geor- 
gian leader  Eduard  Shevardnadze. 

In  a dramatic  announcement  on 
national  television,  Georgian  au- 
thorities also  blamed  the  “terrorist 
group”  for  three  major  political 
killings.  Interior  Minister  Sbota 
Kviraya  and  Prosecutor-General 
Dzhamlet  Babishvili  said  tbe 
group's  leaders,  members  and  the 
perpetrators  had  all  been  arrested. 

They  named  Deputy  Security 
Minister  Teimuraz  Khachishvfli, 
34,  as  one  of  foe  ringleaders,  along 
with  Georgy  Gelashvili,  tbe  head 
of  Georgia's  Rescue  Corps  and  top 
aide  to  warlord  Dzhaba  Ioseliani. 


Both  have  confessed  to  their 
role,  the  officials  said,  adding  that 
Resale  Corps  members  and  low- 
er-ranking security  officials  were 
among  those  arrested. 

"‘The  names  of  those  who  stood 
behind  Kachishvili  and  Gelashvili 
will  be  made  known  in  tbe  next 
few  days,"  Babishvili  said,  without 
elaborating  or  saying  bow  many 
were  arrested. 

Tbe  announcement  virtually 
pointed  an  accusing  finger  at  She- 
vardnadze's powerful  and  theatri- 
cal rival,  Ioseliani. 

Gelashvili ’s  so-called  Rescue 
Corps  succeeded  the  warlord's 
paramilitary  Mkbedrioni  (Horse- 
men) organization  after  it  was  offi- 
cially disbanded  last  May. 

Khachishvfli,  Georgia's  interior 
minister  until  1993,  also  is  consid- 


ered to  be  dose  to  Ioseliani. 

Both  were  arrested  on  August 
30,  the  day  after  tbe  67-year-old 
Shevardnadze  narrowly  escaped 
death  in  a blast  outside  tbe  parlia- 
ment budding  in  Tbilisi,  the  Geor- 
gian capital. 

There  were  no  direct  accusa- 
tions against  Ioseliani.  68,  in  tbe 
special  television  broadcast  Mon- 
day. But  Babishvili,  the  prosecu- 
tor-general, promised  to  find  and 
expose  those  who  stood  behind  the 
political  terror  group. 

Earlier  yesterday,  rumors 
spread  in  Tbilisi  that  Ioseliani  was 
arrested  at  the  city  airport  as  he 
attempted  to  leave  for  Moscow, 
the  Interfax  news  agency  reported. 

Although  authorities  denied 
those  reports.  Ioseliani's  where- 
abouts remained  unclear. 


UN:  Division  of  Bosnia  is 
almost  the  same  as  peace  plan 


SARAJEVO,  Bosnia- Herzegovina  (AP)  - Territo- 
rial gains  by  government  and  Croat  troops  in  recent 
days  have  divided  Bosnia  nearly  in  half,  which  is  foe 
design  of  a US-sponsored  peace  plan,  UN  officials 
said  yesterday. 

But  officials  expressed  concern  that  the  peace 
initiative  could  collapse  if  troops  continue  to  push 
toward  foe  northwestern  Bosnian  Serb  stronghold 
of  Banja  Luka,  choked  with  up  to  100,000  refugees. 

Serbian  President  Slobodan  Milosevic,  the  re- 
gion's powerbroker  and  chief  peace  negotiator  for 
foe  Bosnian  Serbs,  called  for  an  immediate  cessa- 
tion of  hostilities  throughout  Bosnia.  In  a statement 
issued  yesterday,  Milosevic  said  the  world  should 
exert  its  influence  on  tbe  Bosnian  government  and 
the  Croats  to  stop  their  offensive. 

His  appeal  came  after  talks  with  US  envoy  Rich- 
ard Holbrooke,  who  is  trying  to  broker  an  end  to  40 
months  of  war  in  Bosnia.  UN  and  other  sources  are 
worried  that  if  the  huge  Serb  losses  continue,  Milo- 
sevic would  have  to  break  off  negotiations  and  send 
foe  Serb-led  Yugoslav  army  to  reinforce  their  ethnic 
brethren  in  Bosnia. 

Lt.  Col.  Chris  Vernon  said  that  foe  territorial  split 
between  forces  of  the  Moslem-Croat  federation  and 


the  Serbs  is  now  about  50-50  and  tilting  toward  the 
Bosnian  army's  favor. 

He  said  foe  Bosnian  army  claimed  foe  split  was  52 
for  the  federation  and  48  for  the  Serbs,  figures  he 
could  not  immediately  confirm. 

The  rebel  Serbs  on  Sunday  received  an  extra  72- 
hour  reprieve  from  more  NATO  air  strikes  because 
NATO  and  UN  commanders  deemed  they  had 
made  substantial  progress  in  removing  heavy  guns 
from  around  Sarajevo. 

The  Serbs  did  not  meet  a deadline  Sunday  night 
to  remove  all  their  guns,  but  NATO  and  foe  United 
Nations  said  they  had  done  well  enough  to  gain 
another  three  days  to  finish  the  job. 

Yesterday,  UN  officials  had  no  confirmation  on 
whether  the  Serbs  were  continuing  to  pull  their 
heavy  weapons  from  a 20  kilometer  zone  around 
Sarajevo  to  avoid  further  bombing. 

Vernon  said  foe  Serbs  had  “made  a substantial 
start”  at  withdrawing  their  tanks  and  big  guns  and  had 
removed  about  160  artillery  pieces  by  Sunday  night. 

But  Lt.  Gen.  Rupert  Smith,  the  UN  commander 
in  Bosnia,  was  “not  yet  convinced  that  total,  unim- 
peded freedom  of  movement  has  been  achieved 
around  and  into  Sarajevo.”  Vernon  added. 


New  York 
cabbies 
to  learn 
English? 

NEW  YORK  (AP)  - New 
Yorkers  are  tired  of  cab  drivers 
who  don’t  speak  English  - and 
don’t  know  where  they’re  going, 
in  any  langnage. 

Starting  this  week,  the  city’s 
Taxi  and  Limousine  Commission 
will  get  tough  in  testing  would-be 
cabbies.  As  part  of  a new 
screening  test  for  driver  school, 
applicants  have  to  prove  they 
have  a working  knowledge  of 
city  streets  as  well  as  its 
language.  New  York’s  Daily 
News  reported  yester- 
day. 

The  action  was  a response  to 
increasing  passenger  complaints 
about  the  drivers,  95  percent  of 
whom  are  immigrants, 
according  to  the  TLC. 

Later  this  year,  cab  drivers 
who’ve  been  on  the  road  fewer 
than  five  years  also  will  be  tested 
in  English  and  city  geography 
before  their  licenses  are 
renewed. 

And  the  commission  will 
distribute  about  100,00ft  taxi 
“report  cards’’  allowing 
passengers  to  rate  rides  based  on 
courtesy,  service,  attention  to 
safety,  communication  skills, 
road  knowledge  and  vehicle 
condition. 


Rome  mayor  shelves  plan 
to  name  street  after  Fascist 


ROME  (Reuter)  - Bowing  to 
pressure  from  Jewish  groups 
and  leftists.  Rome's  mayor  said 
yesterday  that  he  was  shelving 
indefinitely  his  controversial 
plan  to  name  a street  after  an 
architect  of  Italy's  Fascist-era 
anti  semi  tic  laws. 

The  city  council  last  Thursday 
voted  11-1  in  favor  of  a plan  by 
Mayor  Francesco  Rutelli  to 
name  a street  after  Giuseppe 
Bottai,  Italy’s  education 
minister  in  Fascist  leader  Benito 
Mussolini's  World  War  II 
dictatorship. 

Bottai  helped  enact  1938 
racial  laws  which  ousted  Jews 
from  tbe  school  system  and  later 
from  public  jobs. 

Ruteili,  appearing  at  a news 
conference  with  Bottai *s  son 
Bruno,  told  reporters  foe  formal 
street  naming  had  been 
postponed. 

A joint  statement  said  foe 
decision  was  taken  "to 
encourage  better  dialogue  and 
respect  between  the  various 


cultural,  social,  political  and 
religious  bodies  in  Rome. 

It  added  that  the  street  would 
not  be  named  until  “a  climate  of 
peace  and  understanding  could 
be  guaranteed.” 

Rutelli,  who  was  elected  with 
support  from  leftists  and 
environmentalists,  said  the 
"unshakeable  moral 

opposition”  of  the  Roman 
Jewish  community  had  been  a 
decisive  factor. 

A crowd  of  several  hundred 
people  demonstrated  against 
Rutelii's  plan  on  Sunday,  with 
leftist  councillors  vowing  to 
remove  any  name  plaque  once  it 
was  installed  in  the  street  near 
the  city’s  Modern  Art  gallery  in 
the  Borgbese  gardens. 

Bruno  Zevi.  a leading  light  in 
Rome's  small  Jewish 
community,  expressed  his 
delight,  and  said  Rutelli  had 
been  impressed  by  the  strength 
of  feeling  at  a meeting  with 
Jewish  community  leaders  on 
Sunday  night.

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Ethnic  cleansing  in  Hebron 


IT’S  one  thing  for  Hebron  Mayor  Mustafa 
Natshe  to  say  that,  unless  the  city's  Jewish 
residents  leave  town,  there  will  be  no  peace. 
It  is  quite  another  for  B’tselem,  which  purports 
to  be  a human  rights  organization,  to  call  on  the 
government  to  expel  them. 

Natshe  is  a typical  representative  of  the  real 
Middle  East,  not  the  Middle  Hast  envisioned  by 
Foreign  Minister  Shimon  Peres.  The  notion  that 
in  a town  he  views  as  strictly  Arab  there  can  be 
Jews  living  as  neighbors  rather  than  “dhim- 
mies”  is  simply  alien  to  him.  He  deems  their 
presence  anathema,  and  believes  they  should  be 
expelled.  He  may  not  call  it  eihnic  cleansing, 
transfer  or  exile,  but  neither  he  nor  his  towns- 
people make  a secret  of  their  aim  to  make  the 
town  Judenreitu 

Natshe  must  know,  too,  that  solving  conflicts 
through  population  transfers  is  not  new  to  the 
Middle  East:  it  has  been  practiced  here  since 
before  biblical  limes.  But  today  such  policies 
seem  to  be  tolerated  only  when  they  are  advo- 
cated by  Arabs.  A parallel  suggestion  by  Jews 
would  be  greeted  - justifiably  - with  disgust, 
derision,  and  condemnation. 

As  long  as  the  suggestion  is  for  the  expulsion 
of  Arabs,  that  is.  If,  say,  the  inhabitants  of  a 
small  Arab  village  caused  problems  -such  as  an 
outbreak  of  murders,  robberies,  and  thefts  - for 
a neighboring  Jewish  town,  B’tselem  would 
never  dream'  of  suggesting  that  the  villagers 
should  be  expelled.  But  even  though  the  organi- 
zation maintains  it  is  not  political,  it  now  rec- 
ommends a political  solution  to  what  it  deems  to 
be  a human  rights  problem.  The  Jews  in  He- 
bron, says  B’tselem,  cause  the  Arab  population 
hardship,  therefore  they  must  go. 

In  an  interview  with  the  Independent  Media 
Review  and  Analysis,  B’tselem’s  deputy  direc- 
tor Eitan  Felner  said  yesterday,  “Any  solution 
other  than  removing  the  Jews  will  inevitably 
lead  to  a violation  of  human  rights.”  At  a press 
conference  the  group  claimed,  “Coexistence 
between  the  two  populations  in  the  town  is 
impossible.  There  is  no  escaping  the  evacuation 
of  the  settlers."  When  it  is  Jews  who  are 
affected,  B’tselem  does  not  consider  uprooting 
people  from  their  homes  and  forcing  them  to 
live  elsewhere  a violation  of  their  human  rights. 

Like  others  who  advocate  the  expulsion  of 
Hebron’s  Jews,  B’tselem  claims  that  they  are 
living  in  the  town  illegally.  Nothing  can  be 
more  offensive  to  the  law  and  common  sense. 
Not  only  are  most  of  the  Hebron  Jewish  resi- 
dents living  in  homes  owned  by  Jews  who  were 
slaughtered  or  expelled  in  the  Arab  pogrom  of 
1929;  they,  like  all  Jewish  residents  of  Judea 
and  Samaria,  have  a perfect  right  to  reside  there 
under  international  law. 

A 1980  Israeli  government  paper  on  Hebron 


had  this  to  say:  “The  right  of  Jews  to  return  to 
their  property  in  Hebron,  and  indeed  to  the 
entire  region  of  Judea  and  Samaria,  is  based  on 
the  following  considerations: 

“A)  This  area  was  an  integral  portion  of  the 
one-time  British  Mandate  of  Palestine,  in  which 
the  Jews  had  full  rights  of  settlement,  and,  until 
1947  owned  considerable  tracts  of  property. 
The  entire  area  of  Palestine  was  designated  as  a 
national  home  for  the  Jewish  people  and  the 
illegal  annexation  of  Judea  and  Samaria  by  the 
Hashemite  Kingdom  of  Jordan  cannot  negate 
this  right. 

“B)  International  law  does  not  prevent  per- 
sons wishing  to  return  to  their  property  to  do  so, 
nor  does  it  prevent  the  settlement  of  govern- 
ment land  or  property  which  does  not  involve 
the  displacement  of  existing  population../’ 

Even  more  pertinent  is  that  the  Jewish  com- 
munity of  Hebron  represents  the  continuity  of 
Jewish  habitation  in  the  Land  of  Israel  since 
biblical  times.  Apart  from  short  periods  follow- 
ing expulsions  by  Romans  and  the  Crusaders, 
Jews  always  lived  in  the  dty,  until  an  Arab  mob 
slaughtered  them.  To  suggest  now  that  they  be 
expelled  again  is  to  hand  that  mob  another 
victory. 

Nor  is  Hebron  just  another  Judean  town.  It 
has  a unique  place  in  Jewish  history.  It  is  in 
Hebron  that  Abraham,  according  to  the  Bible, 
was  promised  that  the  Land  of  Israel  would 
belong  to  the  Jewish  people,  and  it  is  there  that 
the  patriarchs  and  matriarchs  are  buried.  King 
David  first  established  his  kingdom  in  Hebron, 
and  he  ruled  there  for  seven  years  before  mov- 
ing to  Jerusalem.  It  was  in  Hebron,  too,  that 
Bar-Kochba  set  up  his  headquarters  in  his  war 
against  the  Romans.  To  suggest  that  the  city  be 
“free  of  Jews”  is  to  mock  the  very  essence  of 
Zionism. 

If  anything,  Hebron  should  become  a test  of 
the  ability  of  Jews  and  Arabs  to  coexist  The 
Jews  are  not  as  small  a minority  as  the  numbers 
commonly  mentioned  would  indicate.  There  are 
more  than  6,000  Jews  living  in  Kiiyat  Arba,  a 
suburb  of  Hebron,  and  the  number  of  Arabs  in 
the  town  is  closer  to  80,000  than  to  the  inflated  _ 
figures  cited  by  politicians.  It  should  not  be  any 
more  difficult  for  a town  in  which  90  percent  of 
the  population  is  Arab  to  live  with  a Jewish 
minority  than  it  is  for  cities  in  Israel  in  which 
the  numbers  are  reversed. 

There  are  those  in  the  PLO  who  have  sug- 
gested precisely  that,  provided  that  the  city 
government  and  security  are  in  Palestinian 
hands.  That  both  Israelis  and  Palestinians  know 
that  such  an  arrangement  would  subject  the 
Jewish  population  to  murder  and  mayhem  is  a 
telling  symptom  of  what’s  wrong  with  the  Oslo 
agreement

Sir,  — I have  traveled  on  the  exact 
same  No.  9 and  26  buses  to  ML 
Scopus  countless  times  over  the  last 
few  years  here  as  1 attended  classes 
at  Hebrew  University.  At  the  exact 
same  time  as  the  terrorist  incident, 
on  August  21.  As  I sat  and  thought 
of  the  terrible  tragedy  that  occurred 
and  the  incredible  luck  with  which  I 
was  spared,  1 became  outraged. 

Just  the  week  before,  I had  won- 
dered why  Israel  had  closed  Gaza  if 
Arafat  was  really  handling  terror- 
ism. And  sure  enough,  despite  Ara- 
fat’s “efforts,"  just  hours  after  Ra- 
bin and  Peres  trusted  that  all  was 
safe  and  secure,  they  let  the  terror- 
ists back  in  to  Israel  to  murder  Jews. 

Every  sane  Jew  in  Israel  and 
abroad  wants  a real  peace  between 
Arabs  and  Jews,  and  no  one  is  over- 
joyed at  the  prospect  of  Israeli  sol- 
diers stationed  in  Gaza,  Judea  or 
Samaria.  However,  there  is  a basic 
logic  and  reality  that  has  long  been 
overlooked.  Jews  will  do  a better  job 
than  Arabs  in  fighting  terrorism  be- 
cause it  is  our  brothers  and  sisters, 
sons  and  daughters,  and  fathers  and 
mothers  who  are  the  ones  being 
murdered. 

When  listening  to  Arafat's 
speeches  in  which  he  refers  to  the 
murderers  of  Jews  as  "our  broth- 
ers," I know  that  he  is  not  genuinely 
serious  about  fighting  terrorism. 
Doesn’t  everyone  know  it?  Is  there 
one  Jew  in  (he  world  who  believes 
Arafat  has  a stronger  desire  to  fight 
terrorism  than  Jews  - who  are  de- 
fending their  families? 

Put  the  security  of  Jews  back  id 
the  hands  of  Jews!  This  was  why  the 
Stale  of  Israel  was  founded.  It  is 
perhaps  the  only  way  to  make  sense 
of  the  Holocaust,  to  say  never  again 
- never  again  will  Jews  allow  others 
to  defend  them.  Who  is  it  that  Rabin 
and  Peres  are  asking  to  defend  us? 
Yasser  Arafat,  the  man  who  is  re- 
sponsible for  the  murder  of  more 
than  anyone  since  Hitler.

Sir,  -Through  its  misguided  poli- 
cy and  its  utter  disregard  for  those 
who  disagree  with  it,  the  govern- 
ment has  succeeded  in  splitting  the 
nation  and  setting  brother  against 
brother.

THE  WORLD  RANK 
ANDPEDCAR 

Sir,  - In  Pinhas  inbari’s  article  of 
September  13,  "West  Bankers  put 
weight  against  compromise,"  there 
are  certain  statements  that  are  false. 
There  has  been  no  meeting  between 
the  PA  and  the  World  Bank  to  end 
the  role  of  PECDAR.  In  fact,  the 
World  Bank  signed  in  July  a new 
agreement  with  PECDAR  (signed 
by  Abu  Ala)  to  continue  the  Holst 
administration  under  PECDAR  and 
a new  three-year  credit  of  S20  mil- 
lion under  PECDAR  for  an  educa- 
tion and  health  project  At  this  time, 
PECDAR  remains  the  only  instru- 
ment for  flow  of  funds  to  the  eco- 
nomic program  used  by  the  World 
Bank. 

However,  it  should  be  noted  that 
PECDAR  is  designed  to  be  a transi- 
tional organization  and  is  to  contin- 
ue until  the  PA  ministries  reach  toe 
strength  and  capacity  to  carry  out 
normal  development  activities.  That 
is,  PECDAR  is  only  a means  in 
building  a modern  economic  admin- 
istration and  was  never  envisaged  to 
be  a permanent  substitute  for  a func- 
tioning government  In  particular, 
the  PA’s  ministry  of  finance  must 
take  on  an  increasing  role  in  consoli- 
dating toe  administration  of  expen- 
ditures. It  is  extremely  unwise  to 
have  expenditures  autonomously 
committed  outside  of  a centralized 
budget  system. 

Also  it  should  be  recorded  that  all 
funds  under  the  World  Bank’s  ad- 
ministration are  managed  under  toe 
same  procedures  as  in  other  coun- 
tries. In  particular,  the  accounts  are 
audited  by  international  accounting 
firms  and  all  contracts  for  projects 
are  subject  to  competitive  bidding. 
That  is,  the  same  standards  of  ac- 
countability and  transparency  that 
characterize  World  Bank  projects  in 
other  countries  are  maintained  for 
toe  West  Bank  and  Gaza  projects 
administered  by  the  World  Bank.

ARE  the  6Q  Jewish  fam- 
ilies in  Hebron  really 
holding  up  the  “peace 
process,"  as  toe  stalled  negotia- 
tions in  Taba  seemed  to  indicate? 
If  so,  should  they  be  removed? 

Evacuating  Jewish  settlers  and 
the  police  and  soldiers  who  pro- 
tect them  is  a scary  prospect,  en- 
dangering settlements  in  the  area 
and  threatening  massive  civil  un- 
rest Shared  policing  of  the  city, 
something  the  Israeli  negotiators 
are  offering  toe  Palestinians,  is  a 
prescription  for  direct  confronta- 
tion between  Arabs  and  Jews 
there. 

Hebron  isn’t  just  another  city; 
it  is  where  Jewish  history  and  des- 
tiny were  founded,  where  our 
matriarchs  and  patriarchs  lived 
and  are  buried,  it  was  toe  first 
capital  of  toe  Jewish  people  un- 
der King  David,  before  he  went 
on  to  establish  Jerusalem  as  his 
center.  It  stands  alongside  Jeru- 
salem as  a symbol  of  Jewish  au- 
thenticity and  meaning. 

Over  the  past  . 400  years,  He- 
bron has  been  world-famous  for 
its  scholars  and  ..teachers.  In  Au- 
gust 1929,  Arabs  slaughtered  67 
defenseless  Jews  and  maimed 
hundreds  of  others.  The  British 
police  was  unwilling  to  protect 
toe  Jewish  community,  and  the 
survivors  fled.  For  the  first  time, 
Hebron  became  an  all-Arab  city, 
and  remained  so  until  the  Six  Day 
War. 

For  the  past  27  years,  Jews 
have  been  living  in  Hebron  and 
tlie  surrounding  area  despite  ter- 
rorist attacks  and  governmental 
resistance,  ambivalence,  and  ne- 
glect Following  the  ambush  and 
murder  of  six  students  at  Beit 
Hadassah,  the  former  hospital  in 
Hebron,  in  the  spring  of  1980,  a 
large  IDF  presence  was  placed  in 
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the  city.  But  that  has  not  prevent- 
ed constant  attacks. 

Although  Hebron  has  been  a 
center  for  Arab  terrorists,  the 
Jewish  community  there  has 
clung  tenaciously  to  its  historic 
purpose  and  place.  Its  presence, 
albeit  controversial,  is  a vindica- 
tion of  toe  sacrifices  made  by  the 
victims  of  Arab  riots,  and  a testa-

ment  that  toe  city’s  Jewish  history 
will  not  be  forgotten. 

HEBRON  HAS  become  the  test- 
ing ground  for  Arabs’  and  Jews’ 
resolve  in  backing  their  claims  to 
their  homeland,  and-fbr  the.fu-v 
ture  of  toe  “peace  prooess.-”  Both 
sides  offer  competing  and  com- 
pelling reasons  for  being  there. 
Jews  rely  on  historic  validity,  the 
Arabs  on  demographics. 

Only  a large  IDF  presence  has 
allowed  both  sides  to  coexist  But 
once  the  Israeli  army  is  removed 
(“redeployed”),  the  area  is  likely 
to  explode  into  a Bosnia-style 
war.  No  assurances  have  been 
given  that  this  nightmare  won’t 
happen. 

The  future  of  Hebron  is  thus 
linked  to  a much  more  serious 
and  underlying  question:  Can 
Jews  and  Arabs  live  together? 
Every  time  another  terrorist 
strikes,  the  government  responds 
on  toe  lines  that  these  attacks  are 


flimftd  at  staking  the  peace  pro- 
cess. 

But  is  this  true?  Do  the  people 
who  carry  out  these  murders 
think  about  what  Arafat  and  Ra- 
bin are  signing,  or  are  they  simply 
determined  to  kill  Jews?  Is  toe 
political  message,  "We  don’t 
want  toe  peace  process,”  or  “We 
don’t  want  Jews  here  at  all,  any- 
where/' regardless  of  agree- 
ments? 

Perhaps  these  terrorists  are 
really  for  the  peace  process, 
since,  following  every  attack,  toe 
government  rushes  to  concede 
even  more  to  the  PLO,  thereby 
fueling  a cycle  of  retreat. 

The  issue  therefore  is  not  60 
families  in  Hebron,  or  thousands 
in  the  immediate  area,  but  the 
future  of  every  Jew  living  in  the 
“West  Bank,"  toe  Golan  Heights 
and  Jerusalem.  Indeed,  govern- 
ment policy  in  Hebron  affects  us 
all,  for  it  raises  questions  about 
Israel’s  right  to  exist  at  alL 

Is  Hebron  merely  toe  next  step 
in  a calculated  plan  to  remove  all 
-Jews  from  “Palestine”?  If  so,  He- 
bron is  not  only  about  the  past, 
but  about  what  awaits  us. 

If  government  policy  is  to  re- 
turn to  toe  borders  of  1949,  then 
that  decision  ought  not  to  be 
made  by  a few  individuals,  but  by 
the  entire  country.  The  issue 
.strikes  at  toe  very  roots  of  toe 
country’s  democracy. 

The  government  may  argue 
that  it  has  toe  power  to  do  what  it 
wants;  but  it  has  a moral  obliga- 
tion to  bring  toe  matter  before 
the  people.  It  stands  either  for 
the  right  of  Jews  to  live  in  He- 
bron, or  for  those  who  would,  if 
they  could,  make  toe  whole  coun- 
try Judenrein.

THE  Oslo  accords  were  de- 
signed to  pave  the  way  for 
a historic  reconciliation 
leading  to  a peace  agreement  be- 
tween Palestinians  and  Israelis, 
and,  consequently,  between  Ar- 
abs and  Jews.  They  were  formu- 
lated so  as  to  be  able  to  satisfy  the 
needs  of  both  Israelis  and 
Palestinians. 

Palestinians  see  in  them  toe  be- 
ginning of  the  realization  of  their 
long-awaited  dream:  an  indepen- 
dent stale  on  the  land  occupied  in 
the  war  of  1967,  including  East 
Jerusalem  as  the  capital.  Israelis 
see  a beginning  of  the  eventual 
end  of  their  isolation  in  the  Mid- 
dle East,  of  acceptance  and  rec- 
ognition by  the  Arab  and  Moslem 
world. 

The  accords  will  help  the  La- 
bor/Meretz  coalition  government 
and  the  Israeli  peace  camp  in  gen- 
eral realize  their  Zionist  dream  of 
having  a Jewish  state  as  far  as  this 
can  go:  it  will  rid  the  Jewish  state 
of  the  dual  nationality  problem  it 
will  face  in  the  near  future  owing 
to  the  ever-increasing  number  of 
Palestinians  in  the  West  Bank 
and  Gaza.  In  the  former  Yugosla- 
via we  see  what  happens  when 
two  different  peoples  lay  claim  to 
the  same  land. 

As  expected,  the  Oslo  accords 
face  strong  opposition  on  both 
sides.  The  Israeli  right-wing  op- 
position parties,  including  the  re- 
ligious parties,  see  in  the  accords 
an  end  to  toe  Jewish  dream  of  a 
Jewish  state  on  all  the  “Land  of 
IsraeL"  They  also  see  the  end  of 
their  wishful  thinking  (non -exis- 
tence of  the  Palestinian  people).’ 

Palestinian  opposition  to  the 
accords  is  twofold.  One  is  based 
on  intellectual  analysis,  that  there 
will  be  an  inequality  in  the  bal- 
ance of  power  (such  as  the  shar- 
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Log  of  aquifers  originating  in  -Pal- 
estinian territories),  or  the 
control  Israel  will  exercise  on  the 
connecting  road  between  Gaza 
and  the  West  Bank. 

The  second  type  of  opposition 
stems  from  the  issue  of  perceived 
rights  and  emotions.  The  Pales- 
tinians essentially  believe  that 
any  bargaining  with  Israel  over 
Palestinian  territory  is  like  bar-

gaining  over  stolen  property  with 
the  very  thief  that  stole  it  by 
force. 

THE  NEGOTIATIONS  on  im- 
plementing the  second  phase  of 
the  Oslo  accords  are  nevertheless 
proceeding  and  gaining  ground  in 
spite  of  all  difficulties.  Common 
sense,  justice,  and  adherence  to 
the  spirit  and  text  of  toe  accords 
seem  to  be  the  guiding  principles, 
at  least  as  far  as  the  Palestinian 
side  is  concerned. 

The  logic  of  force  as  used  by 
Israel  to  dictate  solutions,  as  has 
happened  in  many  areas,  will  not 
succeed.  While  it  is  true  tost  tost 
the  balance  of  power  is  tilted  in 
Israel’s  favor,  it  is  also  true, 
nonetheless,  that  Palestinians 
possess  significant  power  of  their 
own. 

Bath  Israelis  and  Palestinians 
stand  to  gain  immensely  from  toe 
accords.  If  a proper  economic 
system  is  established  in  the  re- 


gion, leaps  can  be  made  in  joint 
advancement  for  the  benefit  of  all 
in  our  area.  If  national  aspira- 
tions are  appropriately  ad- 
dressed, a smoother  transition 
can  perhaps  be  effected  in  toe 
direction  of  tire  liberation  from 
nationalism,  and  from  closed 
state  structures  into  some  other 
arrangements  based  on  construc- 
tive cooperation. 

Much  is  needed  to  be  done  by 
the  Israeli  government  It  must 
decide  once  and  for  all  to  let  go. 
The  tactics  of  small-detail  negoti- 
ations are  souring  toe  talk$  The 
transfer  of  spheres  of  authority 
should  be  completed  in  full,  as 
agreed.  Delays,  as  with  the 
spheres  of  agriculture  and  com- 
munications, are  causing  concern 
among  Palestinians,  and  casting 
dark  shadows  on  the 
negotiations. 

Israel’s  insistence  on  treating 
the  city  of  Hebron  as  if  it  were 
partly  Israeli,  and  the  settler  fam- 
ilies forcing  themselves  on  the 
city  by  the  power  of  toe  gun,  sur- 
rounded by  barbed  wire  in  the 
heart  of  the  city’s  commercial 
center,  is  not  in  the  least  condu- 
cive to  peace;  nor  does  it  show 
Israel’s  good  intentions. 

Israel,  therefore,  must  decide 
to  Jet  go. 

Oslo  was  the  beginning  it 
toe  door  to  a prosperous  fauna, 
Widening  this  doorway  to 
achieve  the  final  objective  - Is- 
raelis living  in  peace  and  harmo- 
ny - is  in  the  hands  of  all  reason- 
able men  and  women. 

The  voice  of  reason  must  pre- 
vail. This  applies  particularly  to 
toe  current  Israeli  government

THE  parting  shot  in  the  CD 
booklet  for  Leniry  Kra- 
vitz’s  Circus  (Helicon)  fea- 
tures dreadlocked  Lenny  in  full 
frontal  glory,  with  only  a black 
band  around  his  middle  and  a 
wisp  of  feathery,  black  something 
or  other  dangling  just  below  his 
pubic  line.  Another  shot  features 
him  stark  naked,  halfway 
through  a hoop  and  sporting  a 
lion's  tail. 

The  album,  in  which  Kravitz, 
as  usual,  pays  extravagant  tribute 
to  the  innovators  of  the  past  is 
less  newsworthy.  Still,  it  comes 
much  closer  to  living  up  to  the 
promise  of  his  debut  “Let  Love 
Rule”  than  did  the  pop  preten- 
Wskms  that  followed. 

Kravitz.  the  son  of  a JewishTJf , 
producer  and  a Mack  TV  actress,  ; 
is  a show-biz  kid  with  a genius  for 
striking  poses  with  panache  and  a 
decided  talent  for  recycling  the 
highlights  of  die  past.  _ _ 
Nonetheless,  his  heart  does 
seem  to  be  in  the  right  place. 
Even  when  he's  copying  Seal's 
vocals  on  a song  reminiscent  of 
old  Jackson  Browne,  as  he  does 
on  “Can’t  Get  You  Off  My 
Mind,”  he’si  chalking  up  one 
more  for  the  romantic  world 
view. 

The  album  is  foil  of  singles 
that'll  sound  awfully  good  on  the 
radio,  and  there  is  plenty  to  be 
said  for  its  optimistic  theme  of 
“Rock  and  Roll  Is  Dead”  but

He  wasn't  religious,  he  says, 
even  when  he  worked  as  a cantor 
at  synagogues  around  New  York 
to  help  pay  his  tuition  at  New 
York's  prestigious  Juilliard 
School.  He  worked  as  a cab  driv- 
er too,  and  “my  parents  helped.” 

However,  Rosenshein,  47, 
grew  up  in  an  Orthodox  home  on 
Flat  bush  Avenue  in  Brooklyn. 
He  started  at  Juilliard  while  he 
was  still  in  high  school.  He  gradu- 
ated in  1972  and  his  first  profes- 
sional opera  was  in  Cocoa 
Beach,  Florida,  where  he  sang

His  professional  break  came  in 
1980  when  he  auditioned  for 
Leonard  Bernstein,  who  was 
looking  for  an  American  tenor  to 
sing  his  newly  composed 
Songfest. 

“To  understand  this  story,  you 


have  to  know  that  I never  drink,  I 
don’t  like  the  taste,”  Rosenshein 
says  earnestly,  “but  before  im- 
portant auditions  I used  to  drink 
half  a glass  of  red  wine  to  steady 
my  nerves.” 

Every  young  American  tenor 
was  at  that  audition,  he  recalls. 
The  custom  was  to  prepare  three 
arias,  but  Rosenshein  had  11. 
“everything  from  Mahler  to  Jac- 
ques Brel." 

Ten  minutes  before  the  sched- 
uled time  of  his  audition  he 
knocked  back  his  half  glass,  went 
in  and  was  told  that  the  maestro 
was  running  late.  This  happened 
twice  more  "and  by  the  time  I got 
in  there,  I was  feeling  great, 
floating,  and  when  Lenny  asked 
me  *what  do  you  have  for  us?'  1 
just  reeled  off  all  11.” 

He  got  the  job  and  sang  Song- 
fest with  Bernstein  all  over  th* 
world  ‘‘which  was  a great  break 
for  my  career,  but  it  was  an  even

bigger  break  for  my  life  because  I 
got  to  know  Lenny.  It's  not  that 
he  made  me  a star.

ROSENSHEIN  also  loves  acting

As  for  Don  Jose  in  particular, 
"he’s  so  psychotic.  Before  you 
even  meet  him,  he's  killed  some- 
one.

THE  TV  show  This  Is  Your 
Life,  presented  by  burly, 
gravel-voiced  Amos  Et- 
tinger,  has  become  a Rosh  Ha- 
shana  institution,  like  cards  and 
honey-dipped  apples. 

Since  the  start  of  ITV,  Ettinger 
has  presented  sketches  of  the 
lives  of  giants  like  Golda  Meir, 
Yitzhak  Navon,  Avigdor  Kaha- 
lani,  Shoshana  Daman,  Chaim 
Herzog  and  Haim  Topol,  to 
name  only  a few,  in  the  format  of 
a program  copied  from  the  US 
and  UK. 

This  year's  show,  previewed  to 
the  press  over  the  weekend,  fea- 
tures the  life  of  Shmulik  (“Sham- 
luk”)  Machrowsky,  who  is  not 
exactly  a household  name.  For 
the  record,  Machrowsky  is  the 
veteran  manager  of  the  Maccabi 
Tel  Aviv  basketball  club.  He 


pointed  out  in  one  of  his  few  wit- 
ty moments  that  he  has  been  the 
club's  manager  almost  as  long  as 
Ettinger  has  been  presenting  this 
Is  Your  Life. 

Nevertheless,  it's  reasonable  to 
ask  why.  even  if  Ettinger  wanted 
a sports  hero,  he  chose  as  the 
subject  of  his  show  the  shy,  color- 
less Machrowsky. 

Why  not  one  of  the  top  players 
or  coaches  like  Ralph  Klein  and 
Mickey  Berkowitz  or.  at  least, 
the  headline-grabbing  Maccabi 
dub  chairman  Shimon  Mizrahi? 

The  answer  soon  becomes  dear. 
It  seems  Ettinger  deliberately 
wanted  someone  who  would  blend 
into  the  background  and  play  sec- 
ond fiddle  to  the  real  hero  of  the 
evening  - Aukae  Perry. 


This  former  Maccabi  star,  it 
will  be  remembered,  was  jailed  in 
the  US  for  drug  dealing  after  he 
left  Maccabi  and  Israel. 

He  is  currently  on  parole  and. 
by  pulling  many  bureaucratic 
strings,  Ettinger  was  able  to  bring 
him  back  for  a tearful,  touching 
reunion  with  his  former 
teammates. 

Perry’s  entry  onto  the  stage 
and  into  the  program  was  a “sur- 
prise” in  the  original  filming. 

However,  the  inddent  was  af- 
terward leaked  to  the  press  and 
“the  return  of  Aulrie”  became 
headline  news,  described  in  min- 
ute detail  from  every  angle. 

Ettinger  makes  the  point  that 
there  was  a strong  friendship  be- 
tween Machrowsky  and  Perry, 


but  nobody  will  be  bothered 
about  Machrowsky  after  Perry 
takes  the  stage,  crying  real  tears. 

At  this  point  This  Is  Your  Life 
becomes  The  Aulde  Perry  Show 
- and  some  thinking  people  may 
have  a problem  with  this. 

Perry  was,  after  all,  not  a polit- 
ical prisoner,  but  a convicted  fel- 
on. Sure,  he  paid  his 'debt  to  soci- 
ety  and  deserves  a second  chance 
in  life  - but  does  he  deserve  to  be 
a made  a national  Israeli  hero  on 
nationwide  television  on  Rosh 
Hashana? 

At  any  rate,  the  show  is  a fairly 
interesting  walk  down  memory 
lane  for  the  country's  hoop 
freaks,  who  relish  every  anecdote 
about  the  days  when  Maccabi  Tel 
Aviv  beat  the  best  in  Europe.

tion  by  the  director  just  as 
rewarding. 

Showbiz  effects  aside  - visual 
ones  are  entirely  absent  on  the 
absolutely  bare  stage  - this  is  a 
saga  of  the  old  Tel  Aviv  neigh- 
borhood with  deep  literary,  so- 
cial and  human  underpinnings. 

Vibrant  and  colorful,  it  popu- 
lates the  stage  with  a world  of 
airhead  characters  and  street 
oddballs,  their  lifestyles  and  their 
perplexities. 

The  episode  on  the  seashore 
between  the  adolescent  virgin 
and  the  good-hearted  whore  is 
one  .of  foe  most  delicate  and 
deeply  moving  of  these. 

If  foe  interaction  with  the  mu- 
sicians is  less  exploited  here  than 
in  foe  original,  this  still  remains  a 
novel  and  stimulating  show,  and 
just  as  significant  as  stylish  light 
entertainment  as  deeply  felt  local 
drama. 


SELECTING  foe  Book  of 
Psalms  as  foe  subject  of  an 
all-night  program  is  a fasci- 
nating idea.  The  way  it  was  real- 
ized last  week  resulted  in  quite  a 
few  missed  opportunities. 

The  event,  entitled  “Cantorial 
Concert,"  concentrated  on  foe 
Eastern  European  tradition  only. 
Highlighting  foe  two  present-day 
centers  of  this  synagogal  style  - 
Israel  and  foe  US  - foe  glorious 
voices  of  Haim  Adler,  Moshe 
Shulhof  and  Ben-Zion  Miller,  au- 
thentic representatives  of  this  tra- 
dition, following  in  foe  footsteps 
of  the  legendary  Yossele  Rosen- 
blatt, provided  a welcome  experi- 
ence. But  foe  multi-faceted  plu- 
ralism of  Israel's  cantorial  styles, 
reflected  in  numerous  Sephardic 
and  Near  Eastern  communities, 
was  entirely  absent. 

The  concert  “Psalms  in  Classi- 
cal Music”  entirely  ignored  foe 
rich  repertoire  of  psalm  settings 
from  foe  Renaissance  and  Ba- 
roque to  foe  Classics  and  Roman- 
tics. In  so  doing,  foe  universality 
of  the  psalms  as  an  integral  part 
of  world  culture  was  treated  as 
something  irrelevant. 

The  Cantus  Choir,  conducted 
by  Ricardo  Hegman,  which  is 
hardly  capable  of  filling  even  a 
medium-sized  chamber-music 
hall  with  its  meager  presence, 
was  completely  out  of  place  in  the 
vast  dimensions  of  foe  Mt.  Sco- 
pus Amphitheater. 

Yeheskel  Braun’s  extremely 
delicate  Psalms  and  Leonard 
Bernstein's  fascinating  Chichester 
Psalms  consequently  became  a 
case  of  love’s  labor  lost. 

'Ihe  Ra'anana  Symphonette, 
conducted  by  Yeruham  Shar- 
ovsky,  could  not  have  found  a 
more  unsuitable  work  than  Par- 
tos’s  subtle  Psalms  for  Strings, 
and  became  hopelessly  lost  in  this 
context. 

Rafi  Kadishsohn’s  Concerto 
for  Peter  Wertheimer  - foe  versa- 
tile soloist  playing  alternately  on 
saxophones,  flute  and  clarinet  - is 
a loosely  constructed,  eclectic 
piece  of  elements  drawn  from 
Romantic  and  jazz  styles  of  foe 
incidental  theater  music  that  is 
the  composer's  home  base.  Its 
claimed  relation  to  a quoted 
psalm  verse,  although  comment- 
ed upon  profusely  in  foe  program 
notes,  remained  obscure. 

The  “Psalms  in  foe  Oriental 
Communities”  event  turned  out 
to  be  a misleading  title. 

The  amhentir  folk  instruments 
were  replaced  by  synthesizes,  dec-

AN  ALL-Mendelssohn  program 
as  the  season's  opener  of  the  Isra- 
el Sinfonietta  Beersheba.  con- 
ducted by  Uri  Mayer,  if  not  par- 
ticularly innovative,  is  certainly 
most  welcome  - provided  that 
these  well-known  works  are  pre- 
sented in  an  uncommonly  out- 
standing performance. 

This,  deplorably,  is  not  what 
happened.

Russian- 
born  Mark  Peskanov  delivered  it 
with  with  flowing  ease,  drive,  and 
polished  technique,  though  the 
work’s  lyricism  did  not  seem  to 
be  one  of  his  major  concerns.

THE  trade  ministers  of  Israel, 
Egypt,  Jordan,  and  the  Palestin- 
ian Authority  met  yesterday  in 
Amman  to  coordinate  regional 
projects  to  be  presented  at  the 
Amman  conference  on  the  De- 
velopment of  the  Middle  East 
and  North  Africa  at  the  end  of 
the  month. 

Economics  Minister  Yossi  Bei- 
lin said  be  and  his  Arab  counter- 
parts were  seeking  to  compile  a 
list  of  joint  projects  for  which 
they  would  seek  financing  at  the 
three-day  conference  which 
opens  on  October  29. 

‘Today’s  meeting  is  very  im- 
portant. There  is  consensus 
among  participants  on  the  priori- 
ty projects  for  the  region. '*  Beilin 
said  yesterday. 

He  said  the  projects  included 
highways*-  bridges  on  the  Jordan 
River,  water  development,  a 
joint  electricity  network,  the  Is- 
raeli-Jordanian-Egyptian  Riviera 
along  the  Gulf  of  Eilat,  and  the 
joint  Eflat-Akaba  airport.

US  Undersecretary  of  State  for 
Economic  Affairs  Joan  Spero 
said  yesterday  in  Jerusalem  that 
the  Amman  conference’s  focus 
would  be  to  promote  a public/ 
private  sector  partnership  to  ad- 
vance business  development  in 
the  region.  As  a result,  the  priori- 
ty is  to  establish  a regional  devel- 
opment bank,  a regional  business 
council,  and  a tourism  board. 

Despite  staunch  German  op- 
position to  the  creation  of  the 
regional  development  bank,  “we 
have  every  expectation  that  a 
bank  will  be  announced  in  Am- 
man," Spero  said.  She  noted  that 
the  Europeans  have  mixed  views 
on  the  issue,  and  although  they 
would  like  to  present  a common 
European  position  in  Amman, 
she  doubted  whether  that  would 
be  possible. 

The  international  task  force  on 
the  establishment  of  a regional 


development  bank  will  be  meet- 
ing in  Washington  on  October  6, 
to  complete  the  bank’s  plans.  The 
only  question  that  remains,  ac- 
cording to  Spero,  is  “who  will  all 
the  members  be.” 

US  Ambassador  to  Israel  Mar- 
tin Indyk  said  he  expected  that 
the  US  business  delegation, 
which  will  be  the  conference's 
largest,  will  attract  businessmen 
from  the  Gulf  states  and  Israeli, 
Jordanian,  Palestinian,  and 
Egyptian  businessmen  will  bene- 
fit in  the  process. 

Israel  Chambers  of  Commerce 
President  Danny  Gilierman  yes- 
terday said  be  was  pessimistic  in 
the  sbort-term  about  trade  rela- 
tions with  Arab  countries.  In  par- 
ticular, he  pointed  to  Jordan's  de- 
lay in  signing  the  completed  trade 
agreement  with  Israel.  “The  feet 
that  a year  after  the  signing  of  the 
peace  treaty  with  Jordan  the  trade 
agreement  is  not  signed  reduces 
the  significance  of  the  Amman 
business  conference,''  he  said. 


‘Extremism  may 

hinder  Mideast 
investment’ 


AMMAN  (AP)  - Extremism  and 
violence  in  the  Middle  East  could 
drive  away  American  investors 
from  a region  that  bas  become 
attractive  because  of  prospects  of 
an  overall  Arab- Israeli  settle- 
ment, two  US  executives  said 
yesterday. 

Carter  Beesee.  vice  chairman 
of  A ex  Brown  and  Sons  Inc.,  an 
investment  firm  based  in  Balti- 
more, Maryland,  said:  “extrem- 
ism and  violence  will  send  wrong 
signals  to  potential  American  in- 
vestors and  negatively  affect  their 
perception  of  the  region. 

“Stability  in  Jordan,  for  in- 
stance, is  impressive,  but  inves- 
tors look  at  the  region  as  a 
whole,'*  he  said. 

Wayne  Harber,  manager  of  the 
Denver.  Colorado-based  Stone 
Pine  Capital,  said  it  was  still 
early  to  invest  in  the  region  be- 
cause stability  “is  an  essential  re-

THE  power  and  influence  of  a 
nation  in  the  21st  century  will 
depend  less  on  its  size  and  more

■.•“^^infrastructure.  Prime  Minister 
Yitzhak  Rabin  said  yesterday. 

Speaking  at  the  inaugural  ses- 
sion of  the  National  Council  of 
Research  and  Development  at 
the  Jerusalem  International  Con- 
vention Center.  Rabin  said  that 
when  the  Cold  War  ended,  the 
big  powers  decided  to  divert 
much  of  their  resources  from  mil- 
itary might  to  civilian  purposes. 
This  occurred,  painfully,  in  Isra- 
el, too.  Today,  however,  civilian 
research  and  developnfent  are 
supplying  both  the  country's  own 
military  and  world  markets  with 
its  advances,  Rabin  said. 

The  premier  told  the  51-mem- 
ber council  - comprising  leading 
scientists,  industrialists,  and  repre- 
sentatives of  ministries  and  insti- 
tutes of  higher  learning-  that  Isra- 
el spends  2.2  percent  of  its  GDP 
on  civilian  R&D,  compared  with 
1.3  percent  in  Italy  and  Canada, 
2.1%  in  the  US,  and  3%  in  Japan. 
A though  much  needs  to  be  done, 
the  premier  noted  that  Israel  is  a 
leader  in  many  scientific  fields. 

Science  and  Arts  Minister  Sbu- 
lamit  Aloni  said  the  rejuvenated 
council  (originally  chaired  by  Da- 
vid Ben-Gurion  and  inactive  for 
years)  must  serve  as  a government 
adviser.  “Tell  them  that  the  eco- 
nomic future  lies  not  in  stock  mar- 
kets, real  estate,  bed-and-break- 
fest  facilities,  and  casinos,  but  in 
scientific  R&D,”  she  declared.

Aloni  added  that  she  was  “an- 
gry” that  the  government  had  not 
approved  next  year’s  Indepen- 
deace  Day  theme  as  “Education 
and  Science,”  but  instead  chose 
“Education  and  Industry.”

ence theme  was  not  rejected  so  as

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‘Exports 
won’t 
continue 
to  grow’

EXPORTS  have  risen  sharply 
over  the  past  three  years  but  the 
Israel  Export  Institute  does  not 
see  the  impressive  growth  con- 
tinuing into  1995. 

“To  our  regret,  we  fear  a 
change  in  the  trend  primarily 
(due  to]  the  Bank  of  Israel  and 
the  Treasury’s  erroneous  ex- 
change rate  policy, "said  outgoing 
Export  Institute  chairman  Uzi 
Netanei. 

Netanel  yesterday  presented 
the  institute’s  annual  statistics  in 
advance  of  National  Export  Day, 
being  marked  today. 

Netanel  said  the  policy  of 
reigning  in  inflation  by  freezing 
the  exchange  rate  was  “damaging 
to  export  profitability  on  one 
hand,  while  the  increasing  trade 
deficit  threatens  continued  mar- 
ket growth  on  the  other.” 

He  called  for  a 6%  to  8%  cur- 
rency devaluation  followed  by  a 
long-term  policy  of  maintaining 
real  exchange  rates. 

The  Export  Institute  also, 
called  for  implementation  of  rec- 
ommendations made  in  Horowitz 
report  formulated  in  the  1960s. 
These  include  the  establishment 
of  a loan-guarantee  fund  to  assist 
exporters  in  marketing  abroad 
and  in  creating  joint  ventures 
with  foreign  companies. 

The  report  also  called  for  train- 
ing of  small  exporters,  libera- 
lization of  foreign  currency 
regulations,  maintenance  of 
export  profitability  and  in- 
creased foreign  trade  risk 
insurance. 

Exports  (including  diamonds) 
increased  13.9%  in  1994,  to 
$16.88b.,  from  $14.8b.  dollars  in 
1993.  Projected  growth  for  1995 
is  13%. 

The  US  represented  31%  of 
1994  total  exports,  as  compared 
with  29%  in  1993.  The  EU  repre- 
sented 28%  of  total  1994 
exports,  down  from  35%  in 
1993.  Exports  to  Eastern  Europe 
doubled  to  4%,  from  2%.  Ex- 
ports to  Asia  made  op  19%  of 
total  1994  exports,  from  16%  in 
1993. 

Electronics  was  the  leading  ex- 
port industry,  capturing  29%  of 
the  total  export  pie  in  1994. 
Chemicals  represented  18%  of 
total  exports,  machinery,  14%; 
textiles,  9%;  metals,  8%,  rubber 
and  plastics.  5%,  food,  5%  and 
other  products  12%. 

There  are  currently  1,801 
Israeli  companies  active  ab- 
road.

PARIS  (AF)  - Backed  by  other 
leading  world  players,  Diego 
Maradona  announced  the  launch 
of  an  international  soccer  players’ 
union  yesterday  to  promote  and 
safeguard  players’  rights. 

Maradona  met  with  14  of  the 
sport’s  top  players,  including  Eric 
Cantona  of  France,  Rai  of  Brazil, 
Liberian  George  Weah  and  Ital- 
ian Gianluca  Viali.  Together  the 
players  represented  13  countries. 

The  Argentine  star  said  the 
union’s  objective  was  to  counter- 
balance the  power  of  the  sport's 
governing  body,  FIFA. 

“Our  goal  is  not  to  battle  with 
anyone,”  Maradona  told  a news 
conference.  “It  is  only  to  unite 
the  players.” 

The  idea  was  first  mentioned  at 
the  1986  World  Cup  finals  in 
Mexico  by  Maradona  and  his 
teammate  Jorge  Valdauo,  now 
coach  of  Real  Madrid. 

The  players  united  in  protest 
against  the  scheduling  of  matches 
in  the  hottest  hours  of  the  day, 
along  with  other  grievances. 

Maradona  has  been  banned 
twice  for  15  months  by  FIFA  in 
the  last  four  years  for  foiling  drug 
tests.

this.

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Patients  hit  hard 
by  hospital 
workers’  strike

PATIENTS  a(  30  slate  hospitals 
quickly  felt  the  absence  of  8,000 
striking  cleaning  workers  and 
clerks  yesterday,  as  food  and 
clean  laundry  became  precious 
commodities. 

The  Health  Ministry  and  Civil 
Service  Commission  applied  for 
court  orders  against  the  strikers 
late  last  night,  saying  the  hospi- 
tals cannot  function  long  under 
these  emergency  conditions.  But 
it  was  not  known  if  and  when  they 
would*  be  issued. 

The  union  launched  the  open- 
ended  strike  to  protest  against 
the  government’s  refusal  to  im- 
plement recommendations  of  the 
Padeh  Committee  for  equalizing 
salary  scales  in  Kupat  Holim  Da- 
lit and  government  hospitals. 

Outpatient  clinics  and  diagnos- 
tic institutes  in  the  hospitals  were 
closed,  and  all  but  emergency  op- 
erations were  canceled.  Although 
hospital  managements  had  pre- 
pared a large  amount  of  sterile 
implements  and  clean  laundry, 
supplies  began  to  ran  out.  The 
kitchens  were  nearly  closed 


down,  and  patients  had  to  de- 
pend on  relatives  and  friends  to 
provide  food.  There  was  no  one 
to  dean  the  toilets  and  no  one 
answered  the  switchboards. 

Strike  committees  were  set  up 
in  each  of  the  affected  hospitals 
to  decide  which  patients  were 
emergency  cases.  The  effects  of 
the  strike  were  lessened  in  oncol- 
ogy, dialysis,  obstetrics,  intensive 
care,  and  neonatal  departments. 

The  Finance  Ministry  spokes- 
woman said  the  ministry  was  sur- 
prised by  the  strike,  because  the 
hospital  workers  had  received 
“significant  wage  increases  - 
among  the  highest  in  the  public 
sector”  after  they  promised  to 
maintain  industrial  peace.  The 
ministry  will  not  cave  in  and  grant 
anything  more  than  that  agreed 
upon  in  the  latest  collective 
agreement,  the  spokeswoman 
said. 

The  Treasury  strongly  criti- 
cized the  Histadrut  trade  union 
section  for  authorizing  the  strike, 
and  called  on  the  strikers  to  re- 
turn to  work.

Jordan  parliament  says  freedom  regressing 


AMMAN  (Reuter)  - A Jordani- 
an parliamentary  report  released 
this  week  said  that  freedoms  had 
regressed  since  the  kingdom 
made  peace  wife  Israel  last  Octo- 
ber, and  urged  fee  government  to 
show  more  tolerance  to  the 
opposition. 

The  government  rejected  the 
charges,  contained  in  a report 
from  parliament’s  committee  on 
civil  liberties,  and  said  it  is  com- 
mitted to  the  democracy  move 
launched  after  1989  price  riots. 
But  it  warned  of  limits. 

“The  historic  turning  point  the 


country  is  witnessing,  the  state  of 
polarization  in  society  after  fee 
signing  of  fee  peace  treaty  and 
the  accompanying  stressful  situa- 
tion has  visibly  affected  the  ceil- 
ing of  public  freedoms,”  said  fee 
10-page  report,  which  was  en- 
dorsed by  most  of  fee  SO- seal 
lower  house.
